'mies;and-penerall losſcricfle aud prophaneneſle, : and that all Lawes and ſta- 


tutes formerly made xpainft the aforciaid offences, for the puniſhment and 


reſtraining thereof ſhall bz urterly repealed,that ſo all men may freely enjoy 


and profcile what Religion ſoever,they pleafe without reftraint, And we wil
